Unesco Associated Schools are established to find ways of teaching the principle of 
UNESCO. “Since wars begin in the minds of men, it is in the minds of men that the foundations of 
peace must be constructed.’’ Unesco Associated Schools are found in countries of virtually every 
ideology, race, religion, type of government or economy, and level of affluence. They are nomin- 
ated by their national Unesco authorities and thereafter have some direct contact with the world 
headquarters in Paris. 

Although the curriculum of a Unesco Associated School is governed by the usual local re- 
quirements, such a school is expected to emphasize one international function by every possible 
means. 

Mr. E. H. Bliss, Supervisor of Secondary Curriculum for the Edmonton Public School Board, 
in presenting the Unesco Associated School Scroll on October 15, 1966, employed the theme that 
“the proper study of man is man’’. In adopting this theme, teachers and advisors in every subject 
and activity have endeavored to make students more aware of the accomplishments, plans, and 
ideals, of a cross section of mankind, whether considered ethnically, racially, geographically or 
ideologically. Towards this end, Queen Elizabeth has received generous community support, en- 
ergetic United Nations Club encouragement and a bountiful supply of literary material including 
books, records, newspapers, pictures and periodicals from a cross section of the world gathered 
through the library.

Jim Adamson 
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A Great Canadian 


On March 5, at the age of 78, Georges P. Vanier, Governor-General of Canada since 1959, 
died peacefully at Government House in Ottawa. 

A First World War hero, lawyer, diplomat caught up in the evacuation of France during World 
War 11, wartime commanding officer of Quebec, humanitarian and statesman — all these was 
Georges Philias Vanier. Yet he was a simple man with simple pleasures. He could make a casual 
conversation an exhilarating experience, displaying wit, sagacity, culture and a quick understand- 
ing of modern affairs. Many have described their acquaintance with this man as a rich experience. 

As Governor-General, he held the highest office in the land, personal representative of the 
Queen as head of the state of Canada. Among his many other offices, he was chief scout of 
Canada, General Vanier’s many-sided career spanned six decades and touched many facets of 
Canadian life but it revolved around three loyalties, to church, queen and country. During his 
term as Governor.General, he and his wife sparked the founding of the Vanier Institute of the Fam- 
ily, following a conference at Government House in 1964. It commissioned sociological studies of 
the increasing complexity of modern living and its effect on unity and integrity of family life. 

In a fitting tribute to General Vanier, the senior Armed Forces officer here described the 
Governor-General as ‘‘the type of leader who appears only once in a long time’’. 

Governor-General Vanier was a dedicated Canadian, a gallant soldier and a true gentleman, 
probably best known for his steadfastness against adversity both in war and peace.
